--Burglars broke 


(heir way into a vault at the 
Covert branch of the Van Buren 
State bank here Saturday night 
and carried oul about $2,320 in 
coins, South Haven state police 
said. 


An inner 
vault, containing 


another $18,400 in paper money, 
was pried but not opened, police 
determined today. 


Inventory of the bank's vault 


could not begin until early this 
morning after 
an automatic 


timing device opened the locks. 
The vaults were timed to open 
al 8 a.m. but for some unex- 
plained reason they opened at 
4:45 a.m. 
LOCKS 'POPPING' 


The locks made a "popping" 


noise 
which alarmed 
Covert 


constables Frank Ziemba and 
Calvin J e f f e r i c s who were 
standing guard. They 
called 


police who made a check with 
bank officials to determine that 
the currency in the inner vault 
had not been touched. 


According to police, two or 


three persons forced entry to 
the bank building by prying 
open a window to a rear office, 
Ihen used heavy tools to chop a 
hole, two feet by two feel, 
through two layers of brick to 
enter the outer vault from an 
adjoining lavatory. 


The burglars were able to 


enter the bank by pulling away 
a wire mash that covered the 
office window, then prying the 
window 
until 
the 
lock 
was 


broken. 
WORKED FOR HOURS 


Desk drawers 
were 
frounrt 


rifled. Police said there was 
evidence that the burglars had 
worked for several hours to gain 
access to the vault. 


The burglary was discovered 


around 7:30 a.m. Sunday by 
Mrs. Elsie Cromedy, of Covert, 
who entered 
the building t o 


clean. Mrs. Cromedy called 
bank m a n a g e r , Mrs. Ruth 
Eiscnlohr, 
who 
called state 


police. 


Trooper Michael McMasters, 


from the South Haven post, said 
he was 
the first officer 
to 


arrive at the scene. He said he 
entered 
the bank with Mrs. 


Eisenlohr, determined that the 
vault had been entered, then 
guarded the area until special 
investigators could be called. 


Within hours, four specialists 


from 
the stale police crime 


laboratory at Lansing, directed 
by Del. Sgls. Paul Brabant and 
Kenneth Chrislcnsen, and two 
investigators from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, were at 
the scene. 
The 
investigation 


continued until after 5 p.m. 


To get into the vault, the 


burglars probably used a sledge 
hammer and other cutting and 
prying tools to penetrate a. wall 
that was over two feet thick, 
police said. The wall to the 
vault was made of common 
brick and cinder blocks. 


There were no tools left at 


the scene by the 
burglars,

Shut-Down 
May Last 
Two Months 


Second Big Fire 
Levels C&O's 
B.H. Roundhouse

Production at Superior Steel 


Castings, Co., a major Benton 
Harbor 
industrial 
firm, 
was 


shut down when fire knocked 
out the 
plant's transformers 
early this morning. 


And less than an hour after 


this fire was extinguished, a 
second blaze leveled the mas- 
sive old Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad roundhouse off North 
Shore 
drive, 
destroying 
one 


diesel locomotive and a boxcar' 
and damaging a second locomo- 
tive. 


Total loss from the two fires 


probably 
will 
run 
into 
the 


hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, according to early esti- 
mates. 


Most of Superior Steel Casting 


Company's 550 employes were 
requested to remain home today 
and sections of the plant at 309 
Graham avenue were reported 
without heat or power. 
MAY BE TWO 
MONTHS 


It was not known how long 


Superior Steel will be closed, 
but one spokesman today said it 
could be as long as two months, 
depending on how long it will 
take to secure new transform- 
ers. The plant employs about 
550-persons. 


Firemen, .called to the scene 


at 12:29 a.m. said flames from 
two of the six 
transformers 


were shooting up to 50 feet in 
the air. The transformers ari> 
outside tlie main plant building. 
The building, itself, was nol 
damaged by the fire, according 
to firemen. Fire Chief, Mau- 
rice Shephcrdson said one of the 
transformers ignited when turn- 
ed on, adding that the cause is 
not known. A second transform- 
er also ignited and others were 
damaged. Shepherdson said he 
was told the transformer loss 
could run to $150,000. He said 
company officials do not know 
how long it will take to replace 
the units and resume operations. 


The fire chief said the trans- 


former blaze came from oil, 
used to cool the units. He said a 
South Bend firm recently had 
worked on one unit, which was 
not the one that ignited first. 
SECOND BLAZE 


The cause of the roundhouse 


fire also is undetermined, ac- 
cording 
to firemen. 
Firemen 


were called to the scene behind 
Modern Plastics Corp. in the 
400 block of North Shore drive, 
at 2:56 a.m., about 44 minutes 
after returning from Superior 
Steel. 


All available firemen, num- 


bering 25 men, battled 
Ibis 


blaze until 5:30 a.m. SL Joseph 
fire crews manned the Benton 
Harbor central station, under 
an agreement between the two 
cities. 


During 
the blaze, firemen 


kept the roof of New Products 
Corp. wet to prevent spread of 
flames to the industrial plant. 
Capt. James Stevens said the 
roundhouse is within 20 feet of 
[be New Products plant at 448 
Morth Shore drive. Also nearby 
is Modern Plastics Corp. Ste- 
vens said heat broke several 
windows in New Products. 


Basil Norris, roundhouse fore- 


man, turned off the engine on 
he diesels while firemen pour- 
ed streams of water on the 
stubborn fire. Firemen were told 
the diesel engines had been 
running since about midnight, 
OLD STRUCTURE 


Firemen indicated that the 


blaze possibly could have start- 
ed from the rupturing of an oil 
ank in one of the diesel units. 


A Cheaspcakc & Ohio em- 


ploye said he believes a new 
diesel 
locomotive costs about 


$250,000. 


The roundhouse, a l a r g e 


"rame building about 40 feet 
vide and nearly 100 feet long, is 
reported to be one of the oldest 
structures in the city. A rail- 
road employe said it had been 
moved to its present site from 
near the Brown coal yard about 
50 years ago. He said an old 
ime railroad employe indicated 
he building was over 70 years 
old.

;. Here in St. Joe and the Lakeshore area, the lion 
symbolizes a luncheon club, or more accurately we should 
say two luncheon clubs chartered by a national organization 
for the purpose of promoting fellowship within the fold and 
civic service outside the clubroom.

! • Getting this message across had been a stumbling block 
for several years. It was as sizeable a problem as the 
financial one of finding the extra money to meet a legitimate 
and growing demand. 
'.• Then the brainstorm hit us that perhaps the St. Joseph 
Jaions Club might stage a Newsie sale. 
•'. We realized the club had several projects of its own to 
conduct and that a Newsie sale could be regarded as the 
gtraw to break the camel's back. 
. However, as all sales managers tell their trainees, "If you 
don't make the calls,'you won't get the orders," and so we 
took our proposition to the group. 


If any Lion demured, we have yet to hear of it. 
"Let's see what happens" was the answer. 
In similar fashion, three years ago the Lakeshore Lions 


were approached to supply additional manpower to cover the 
area south from town, and the same answer was handed 
back. 


This past Friday the Lakeshore and St. Joe Licms stuck 


through a cold, damp afternoon hawking a sack of heavy 
newspapers for the benefit of those less fortunately situated 
them themselves. 


They pulled in better than $2,400 or over 50 per cent of

Illinois Wins The Atomic 


Jackpot 


In April, 19G5 ftie Atomic Energy Commission announced 


it would take hids from interested communities for a 
mammoth atom smashing machine site. 


This accelerator is to he trailt in the shape of a mile wide 


doughnut capable of swirling protons around the circle at 
almost the speed of light and crashing them into target 
atoms. 


By studying the fragmentation from the target atoms, the 


scientists hope to unlock nature's greatest secret, an 


; understanding of matter itself. 


If the experimentation unveils this world which no 


microscope can penetrate, the scientist will know what the 
universe itself is all ahout. 


This pursuit to discover what is "in there" from which 


can be learned what is "out there", if successful, will, 
comparatively speaking, make the present results in nuclear 
energy and space flights appear to he child's play. 


.In a mundane sense the financial stake is as awe inspiring 


as the scientific goal. 


The AEG put a ?375 million figure on the construction 


cost, a projected employment of 2,400 scientists, engineers 
and technicians, and an annual operating budget of $60 
million. 


The prestige of the program is uncalculable. 
The AEG statement followed President Johnson's cancel- 


ling of a smaller plan originally spotted for Stoughton, Wis., 
'with a ?175 million building cost. 


Johnson took the action to settle an argument between 


' several universities as to which should have custodial rights 


to the program. 


Two hundred communities in 46 states cranked up their 


Chambers of Commerce to pull this plum from the tree. 


The selection eventually narrowed down to the Midwest 


•whose Congressional representatives had long complained of 
being neglected by Washington in favor of Eastern and 
Western coastal areas in the billions being passed around in 
"think money." 


From that sieve the AEC search zeroed in on Ann Arbor 


and Weston, Illinois. 


Weston is 350 people on a prairie 36 miles west from 


Chicago's Loop. The Fox river flows nearby, transportation 
33 more than adequate and even if Weston never amounted 
to anything in its own right it is within a major central area 
Jn the U.S.

• ; We can't help but wonder, however, if the November 
elections may not have been the added weight in the 
decision. 
-, Mayor Daley may have more problems in holding his 
Chicago .machine in the driver's seat than is generally 
Jinown and Governor Kerner may or may not be able to hold 
Illinois in line when the '68 battle rolls around. 
'.' The Michigan situation is no automatic cinch for 
the 


(J.O.P. two years hence, but the state did turn its back on 
pBJ a few weeks ago, whereas Illinois holds at least the 
promise of a more open field for the Administration. 
I- Of more immediate consequence is the fence repairing for 
the Daley-Kernel" axis. 


There's also the item of Everett McKinley Dirksen, the 


senior Senator from Illinois and the savviest Republican to 
come down the line in many a moon. 


LBJ knows Ev can make life tough for him when the new 


Congress convenes in January. A nod or a frown from Ev 
when the G.O.P. members meet behind closed doors can be 
the difference between smiles or tears on Cnpitol Hill. 


Being thoughtful for Ev means as much as shoring up 


Mayor Daley and Governor Kerner.
